HE suppression of crime is not a 
2 legal question, according to 
Thomas Speed Mosby, who has had 
many opportunities to study crime and 
criminals. He believes it ig a problem 
for physicians and economists. This 
opinion holds use he understands 
that one is driven. to .crime either by 
hunger or disease. 
As an attorney and as Pardon Attor- 
ney for Gov. Folk, Mr. Mosby had an 
oppportunity to look into this problem. 
Me has looked at it with the eye of a 
scholar, a thinker, a humanitarian. Hig 
conelusiong come after ripe thought. 
This makes his book on “Causes and 
Cures of Crime” a valuable contribu-ia 
tfon to this phase of sociology. 
He sees in mar both soul and body 
and urges our legislators to do the same. 
He also sees man as a creature of en- 
vironment. .The sooner those who make 
the laws look at man socially and not in- 
dividually we shall, he thinks, begin to 
learn how to deal with so-called crimi- 
nals. 
This is the thesis of Mosby’s book. It 
is particularly opportune at this mo- 
ment in Missouri, since the world has 
come to know that our penal inétitu- 
tions are pufiftive rather than reforma- 
tory. 
The author urges the abolition of peni- 
tentiaries and their substitution by re- 
tormatories where offenders will be 
treated as sick persons and not as ani- 
mals. He urges that “those placéd in 
charge of such institutions be “men of 
vision,“ able. anf willing to serve man- 
kind rather than draw salaries as a re- 
sult of political services rendered to a 
party or a successful candidate. The 
book is well written and copiously - 
lustrated, (O, V. Mosby Co.)

Products whose duties 
are expected to be lowered are permitted to accu- 
mulate in bonded warehouses for distribution after 
the revised rates are available. The consequence 
is a lessened import of both classes of products in 
the weeks succeeding the first rush under the 
amended schedules. 

Failure to keep these well-known conditions in 
mind caused many predictions in the first few 
months of its operation that even the Payne- 
Aldrich law would prove a disappointment as a 
revenue-producing measure. There is a practical 
agreement now that it was a great success in ex- 
tracting money from the pocket of the consumer. 

The propaganda of pessimism turns to the 
revenue figures because it is baffled in other di- 
rections. If imports have declined, instead of 
increasing, then it cannot be true that the low- 
ered stone wall has enabled the foreigner to grab 
the American market. The efficient labor of 
America must be holding its own to date against 
the pauper labor of Europe. 

If ex-Premier Laurier has been given reason 
for bitter complaints that one effect of the new 
tariff is a shifting of trade conditions resulting in 
higher prices in Canada, then the ruin predicted 
for the American farmer cannot as yet have been 
sighted. But the propaganda of pessimism is re- 
sourceful. Laughed out of one attack of neuritis, 
it speedily discovers cause for yielding to another 
attack. 


BIDICULOUS OITY HALL, SITUATION. 

The untenable position of city co-operation in 
profitable law-breaking by the Billboard Trust 
has been abandoned by Building Commissioner Me- 
Kelvey. He has sent out, he says, 25 inspectors 
ta scour the city and report on billboard structures 
that are maintained in defiance of the regulations 
and will inaugurate a belated campaign of law 
enforcement as soon as this work is done. “It 
does not seem advisable,” he says, “to push the 
new legislation further.” He is, of course, right. 

But the dawn of sanity at the city hall finds 
City Counselor: Baird still immune to its influ- 
ence. He announces that the majesty of the law 
must bow to the paste bucket and the three-sheet 
poster until Jan. 19, instead of Dec, 19, as it was 
at first understood. The “reasonable time” he 
speaks of is not, it will be noted, time to enable 
solicitous and law-respecting interests to bring 
existing billboards into conformity with the legal 
regulations. It is time to enable the lobbyists of 
law-defying interests to bring the regulations 
into conformity with the billboards. 

The executive officer most concerned stands for 
equal enforeement of the law with special privi- 
leges to none. The-legal officer, who should be 
found in other company, stands for suspension of 
law for the favored, remission of tax by private 
agreement, immunity for law-violators. It is a 
ridiculous situation.

The shareholders in the old 
Chicago Great Western, for instance, 
had to pay an assessment of $15 per 
share; in lieu of this assessment, they 
got preferred stock in the reorganized 
company at par, and this preferre4 
stock is quoted at 27 or thereabouts. 

Such a constant waste of capital is 
an economic crime. And, as a matter 
of fact, hardly any of our roads 
would have had to le reorgatiized if the
